This Scheme is faid to 
have come the Chevalier Folard, and in all Proba- 
bility it was put into his Head by the Advantages lately 
gain’d over the French Foot by the Auftrian Huflars, 
againft whom he might reafonably conceive thefe Pike-~ 
men might be of Service. 

The Princes of Saxe-Hildberghaufen and Birkenfeld and 
the Generals Pretorius and Lentulus, are very fhortly ex- 
pected at the Hague, in order to enter into the Service of 
the States; and it is believed that immediately upon their 
Arrival, fach Difpofitions will be made as fhall be agree- 
able to the Courts of London and Vienna. 
According to private Letters from Franckfort, the 
true Scheme of Marfhal Broglio, who is Commander in 
Chief of the French Armies in Bohemia, is, to join Mar- 
fhal Maillebois with the beft Part of the Garifon of Prague, 
and in confequence of that Junétion, to obtain a reafon- 
able Capitulation for the reft, after which he would re- 
tire with all poflib'e Diligence, there being Reafon to 
apprehend that fome very confiderable Alterations have 
happen’d lately in the Syftem of Affairs in Germany. 

Notwithftanding all the pompous Accounts that have 
been publifhed, of the Succefles of Marfhal Seckendorff in 
Bavaria, it is certain, that General Berenclau in his Re- 
treat from Munich to Paff-u, loft no more than 30Wag- 
gons, and go or 60 Huffars and Pandours.
